the allied air attack on Ostend. In the 
Champagne region, where the French 
have-been assuming the offensive late- 
ly, a snowstorm has gi\en a forced 
rest to the troops. It is not unwel- 
come, for they have been almost con- 
stantly engaged for the past fortnight

enough and if his lawyers want me, 
I will-do anything I can for him." 


For this reason, it was "said, no 


subpoena was left with Thaw's wife. 
It was understood, however, that the 
prosecution would not be surprised if 
she was called to the witness stand 
by the defense. 


The selection of the jury in the 


first day of the trial was a surprise 
to most of those concerned in the 
case, as was also That's self efface- 
ment which was considered remark- 
able in view of the active part he has 
insisted upon taking in.his previous 
legal battles for freedom.

Washington, March 0. — American warships were being1 dispatched 


to Mevican waters today as the latest move on the part of the American 
government in the Mexican crisis. This action, officials hoped, would 
bring assurances from General Carranza that conditions in Mexico City, 
which have become acute, would be ameliorated.

The sending of war vessels followed vigorous representations to 


General Carranza, demanding prompt improvement in conditions "as af- 
fecting foreigners and their interests in Mexican territory under his con- 
trol. ^Failure to comply, he was warned, would be followed by such ac- 
tion as -the American government thought necessary to obtain the desired 
protection.

Important Changes In 


Tax Laws as Applied 


To Cities, Is Proposed

Columbus, March S.—Inclusion of 


interest and sinking fund tax levies 
from the Hi and IS mill limitations 
ol the Smith law, is proposed, 
in 


three bills ready for introduction in 
the senate today to carry out recom- 
mendations of the commission 
ap- 


pointed last year to investigate the 
condition of city finances. 
Another 


hill provides for reduction of 
the 


maximum indelitedne*.^ of a munici- 
pality from one percent to one-half 
percent of the 
assessed 
value of 


propf-rtj within the municipality. 


A fifth bill modifies the existing 


limitations upon re-assessment for 
street paving and repairs. It would 
provide that if the improvement 3s 
made within 20 years from the time 
tho fir?t improvement assessment is 
made, the municipality shall pay the 
cost of intersections plus a sum 


equal to half of the amount assessed 
for the original improvement. 


The effect of one of these W3M 


will be to restrict further the powet; 
of a city to incur debts, but also to 
remove restrictions upon the city's 
power to levy taxes for payment of 
these debts. 


The bills were prepared by a com-

provided the water be dirty. A client 
of his, summoned for assault, had as- 
sured Mm that he had a sufficient de- 
fense, because he had taken the-pre- 
caution of putting a handful of dirt in 
the water before throwing it Another 
correspondent suggested as the solu- 
tion the ancient practice, before the 
days of drains and sewers, of throw- 
ing waste water into the street When 
this practice Vas prevalent doubtless 
the fact that itlje.water was dirty in- 
stead of clean was a circumstance 
tending to show .that the wetting of 
the unfortwnat>rpasserby was a mis- 
adventure rather than by design. 


Bridal Chamber Silver. 


Few places of equal extent in mother 


earth ever produced as much wealth 
in ore as the famous "bridal chamber" 
in the Lake Valley silver mines in 
southern New Mexico. It yielded over 
$3,000,000, the silver ore being found 
twenty feet underground and was tak- 
en from a space no larger than a good 
sized room. One piece of ore weighed 
81,000 pounds and returned smelter 
values of over $82,000. 
In another 


nearby shaft fifty feet in depth $110.- 
000 worth of ore of the same charac- 
ter was hoisted with a hand windlass 
in eight hours—Argonaut. 


First to Strike Oil. 


The first man to "strike oil" in the 


United States was E. L. Drake, a con- 
ductor on the New Haven railroad. 
Employed at Oil Creek, Pa., to drill a 
well for oil, he accomplished his task 
on Aug. 27, 3859, and his well went 
down into history as the first ever 
drilled for oil in this country.—2f 
York' American.

HISTORIC ST. PATRICK'S DAY. 


On March 17, 1776, the British Forces 


Evacuated the City of Boston. 


Boston has a large percentage of 


Irish American residents, who have 
a double reason for celebrating March 
17. Not only Is it the day of the patron 
saint of Ireland, but it Is also the an- 
niversary of the evacuation of Boston 
by the British soldiers in. 177G. 


Here is the story of the historic 


St. Patrick's day as told In the diary 
of Timothy Newell, a selectman of 
Boston: 


"17th, Lord's day. This morning, at 


3 o'clock, the British troops began to 
move. They all embarked about 0 
o'clock, and the fleet cnuie to saiL Ev 
cry vessel which they did not carry off 
they rendered unfit for use. Not even 
a boat to cross the rtrcr left 


"Thus was this unhappy, distressed 


town (through a manifest interposition 
of Providence) relieved from a set of 
men whose unparalleled wickedness, 
profanity, debauchery and cruelty is 
inexpressible, enduring a siege from 
19th April. 177G. to 17th March, 177C." 


The diary says also: 
"The general immediately ordered a 


detachment of 2.000 iroops under Gen- 
eral Putnam to occupy the town, and 
who the next day began their works 
in fortifying Fort hill. 


"A number of loaded shells with 


trains of powder, covered with straw, 
were found in houses left by the regu- 
lars near the fortification,*'

A Novel Craft. 


In the harbor of Pert Weller. the On 


tario entrance of the Welland ship 
canal, «ays the Engineering- News, the 
surveying staff uses a flat bottomed 
boat that can lift itself clear of the 
water. It is a drill boat or sounding 
scow, of catamaran model, built par 
ticularly for the work of finding the 
elevation of the rock that underlies the 
bottom of the river."

On the shores of the 
picturesque lough was Kincora castle,' 
a stronghold of Brian Boru. of which 
DO trace now remains. The follow- 
ing touching reference is made to it 
by Thomas Moore: 
Remember the glories of Brian the brare. 


Though the days of the hero are o'er, 


Though lost to Minona and cold in the 
grave 


He returns to Kincora no more. 
Irish Kaltra. in the lough, known as 


"Holy Isle," was identified -with events 
in the lives of St. Patrick and Brian 
Boru. It was the home of St. Camiu, 
who founded a monastery there early 
in the seventh century. This was de- 
stroyed by the Danes In 834. but the 
ruins were subsequently replaced by 
a number of churches erected by Bri- 
an Boru after he bad defeated the 
Danes. Of those churches nothing now 
remains but a round tower overlooking 
the water, and by It stands a ruined 
wall partially covered with ivy and 
other creeping plants. Close by the 
ruins is a clump of bushes, and under 
these is a cave, which is known as St 
Patrick's Purgatory. 


The legend has it that St Patrick 


implored the Lord to remove the en- 
trance to purgatory to Ireland so that 
doubters might believe in the immor- 
tality of the soul and the punishment 
which awaits the godless after death. 
God granted the saint's petition, and 
Ihe cave on Irish Kiltra became hence- 
forth, as believed by thousands, the 
entrance to purgatory. 


However the story orisrinatcd, it is a 


sufficient guarantee that St. Patrick 
was cJoscly identified with the island 
find the cave. The place was rcgard<>d 
as holy from time immemorial and as; 
slill so regarded by many. For cen- 
turies pious monks guanlcd the t-n- 
trancc to the cave, and during the mid- 
dle ages great numbers flocked to the 
place from nil parts of Europe. An- 
nnal processions were made to the sa- 
cred locality within recent years and 
are probably not discontinued even up 
to the present,
